CHICAGO, May 15—Ralds be- 
tween unions have cost the 
American labor movement mil- 
lions of dollars without appreci- 
able results and at a loss of fair 
employer-employe relationships 
and public good will, George 
Meany, president of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, said 
yesterday. 

Meany told representatives of 
100 of the federation’s 111 affi- 
liates that some form of no- 


raiding agreement, open to all 
subscribing to it as an instru- 
ment of AFL policy, was essen-’ 
tial to progress of the labor 
movement. 

Delegates, who gave Meany’s 
plain-spoken talk an enthusiastic 
'response, directed the AFL 
|executive council, in session 
here next week, to continue 
work on perfecting a plan. 
Meany indicated that the coun- 
cil, after formalizing a plan, es- 
sentially along lines previously 
described would not seek inter- 
im signatures: but wauld delay 
ratification until the federa- 
tion’s convention next Septem- 
ber. Unions who do not sign 
it, such as Dave Beck’s powerful 
teamsters, will utilize such scat- 
tered and generally ineffectual 
machinery for settlement of 
jurisdictional disputes as now 
exists.

Shocked by Statement. 


Union representatives, most 
of them heads of their unions, 
interviewed by the writer, ex- 
pressed themselves as frankly 
shocked by Meany’s statement. 
They indicated that they had 
been so engrossed jin the affairs 
of their own unions they had | 
failed to envision the harmful 
aspect of jurisdictional disputes, 
often leading to strikes, on the 
labor movement as a whole. No 
teamster representative spoke 
at the meeting. _ 

While Meany was reporting 


within the AFL, he announced 
that on June 9 representatives 
of some CIO and AFL unions 
would meet in Washington to 
sign no-raiding pacts between 
those organizations. 

In the last three years, 
through 1953, Meany estimated 
conflicts between AFL and CIO 
unions have cost $11,418,000. 
Yet nobody gained as much as 
| 1 per cent in membership, he 
pointed out. Referring to cases 
processed by the National Labor 
Relations Board alone, Meany 
said that both the CIO and AFL 
were unsuccessful In two out 
of three cases and in some in- 
stances a total of 4446 workers 
voted for “no union,” so that} 
“the final result was a loss to 
both federations.” -- | 


Switching Nearly Balances. | 


During the entire three-year | 
period under the NLRB, exclud- 
ing cases which did not, reach 
that agency, Meany said, 44,000 
workers switched from the CIO 
to the AFL and 40,000 left the 
AFL and joined the CIO. 

Turning to the jurisdictional 
problem within the AFL, Meany 
disclosed that in eases reaching 


the NLRB alone, unions expend- | 
ed $1,865,000 during the three- | 
year period with imperceptible 
gains. , 
One union, he pointed out, | 
gained 662 members but lost|

gressor,”’ paid $54,000 to enroll }

The 28-year-old Queen and 
her husband, the Duke of Edin- 
burgh, with their children, 
Charles, 5, ahd Anne, 3, came 
right to the heart of London by 
water. They traveled from the 
mouth of the Thames to West- 
minster bridge by royal yacht 
and barge. 

The royal family stood on the 
saluting deck of the yacht Bri- 
tannia to receive a tremendous 
ovation from Londoners on 
shore, . 

Prime Minister Churchill, who 
went aboard last night, joined‘ 
the family on the deck as the 
yacht pulled alongside the pier 
at London Tower. 

As the yacht pulled alongside 
the Tower pier, Prince Charles 
leaned far over the rail. The 
Duke hastily pulled him back. 
The Queen looked over the side 
and spoke. to her husband, ap- 
orgs pointing out the long 
all. The Duke. looked and 
nodded, too. 

From early morning to mid- 
afternoon it was a _ triumphal 
procession of many boats on the 
Thames. Millions of persons 
swarmed to the banks of the 
river to cheer. ; 


ing ovation—cannons booming, 
ship sirens hooting, church bells 
ringing, and horses prancing in 
a Stately parade te the palace. 


The Queen, on entering the 
capital, paused at the Tower of | 
London. There the Britannia, 
which brought her from Tobruk, 
was made fast to a pier, and 
the Queen mother, Elizabeth, 
and Princess Margaret ‘went 
aboard for lunch. 


Then the Queen, the Duke, 
their children and the Queen 
Mother and Princess Margaret 
stepped across to the royal 
barge, with its glass-inclosed 
cabin. London was at its noisiest 
during the 20-minute trip to 
Westminster pier, whefe the of- 
ficial welcome took place. 


On the red-carpeted pier were 
two groupings of red and gold 
chairs. In the first were the 
Queen’s relatives. She was 
| kissed by her uncle, the Duke 
of Gloucester, and her aunt, the 
Duchess of Kent. 

Then the Queen stepped to 
the second group, consisting of 
high officials headed by Church- 
ill and the Archbishop of Can- 
terbury, Dr. Goeffrey Fisher. 
Churchill had left the yacht at 
the Tower pier to be on hand 
for the official celebration. 

The Queen walked up a Car- 
peted incline into the street 
called The Embankment where 
red - uniformed grenadier 
guardsmen were drawn up in 
two long files.

Majority Leader a Harsh Critic of. Policy Under Both 
Democrats and Republicans—Recent Statement Was 
‘Intended to Repair Damage Because Administration

policy under both Democratic and Republican regimes. 3 


Success of the bipartisan policy largely 


| depends on the co-operation of top official 


spokesmen of both parties in Congress, 
regardless of whether a Democrat or Re- 
publican is in the White House. That co- 
operation was most effective when the 


- late Republican Senator Arthur H. Van- 


denberg of Michigan and former Demo- 
cratic Senator Tom Connally of Texas al- 
ternated as chairman of the Foreign Re- 
lations Committee, and the late Repub- 
lican Senator Robert A. Taft of Ohio and 
Democratic Senator Lyndon Johnson of 
Texas alternated as majority floor leader. 


Under Knowland’s majority leader- 
ship in the Senate, the co-operation has 
deteriorated to such an extent that Mr. 
‘Pruman, in his talk to the National 
Press Club this week, warned against 
the “apparent abandonment or neglect 
of bipartisan policy.” . 

Johnson, now the minority leader, told 
the Jefferson-Jackson day, dinner last

KNOWLAND, in an interview with the 
Post-Dispatch, emphatically denied these 
and other Democratic charges. He insisted 
that within the last 12 months there had 
been more co-operation and consultation 
with Democratic congressional leaders 
than during the Democratic administra- 
tions. This week, he put into the congres- 
sional record tables showing that 91 bi- 
partisan congressional conferences had 
been held with top ranking executive de- 
partment officials. 

On the Senate floor, he called for more 
Democratic co-operation and an end to 
“partisan carping criticism in Congress 
and elsewhere ‘in the nation.” Included 
in his speech was the warning: 

“The very life of the republic in the 
years ahead may rest upon decisions 
that may have to be made in the weeks. 
or months immediately ahead of us.” 

In the same speech, however, he includ- 
ed a long account of the executive actions 

en by President Truman between June 
4-and 27, 1950, when American forces 

were sent, without congressional approval, 
to stop. the Communist invasion of South 
Korea. 

This has been a sore * spot with Demo- 
crats, but Minority Leader Johnson ignored 
it in replying to Knowland the next day. 
Recognizing the gesture as one for more 
co-operation, the Texan told the Senate: 


“I think I can speak for all members | 


on this side of the aisle when I say we 
are ready to meet the President and 
the Administration more than half way. 
As responsible men, we are ready at 
any time to co-operate in the preserva- 
tion of our country. ~ 

“We will not. abdicate our right to 


legitimate criticism. 


“We will’ not submerge differences 


based upon. principle. 


“We will insist upon clear explanations | , 


of the policies -in which we are asked to 
co-operate, 

“We will insist that we and the Amer- 
ican people be treated as adults—that we 
have the facts without sugar-coating.”

JOHNSON will ‘be able to deliver the ' 


Democratic share of co-operation, subject 
to the conditions he laid down, more often 
and more solidly than Knowland and the 
Republicans. . 

In the first place, Johnson has a long 
record of wholehearted support of the bi- 
partisan policy, as compared with Know- 
land’s record of frequent criticism. In the 
second place, Johnson, aided by several of 
the most experienced parliamentarians in 
Congress, including former Speaker Sam 
Rayburn of Texas, Senators Walter F. 
George and Richard B. Russell of Georgia 
and #arle C. Clements of Kentucky, can 
usuafiy count on 46 of the 48 Democratic 
Senators following his lead on foreign 
policy. The two exceptions are Senators 
Pat McCarran of Nevada and Edwin C. 
Johnson of Colorado. 

Knowland, in comparison, is the nom- 
inal head of an actual minority of 47 
Republicans who are divided between

Another anti-Administration move was 
his introduction of a resolution declar- 
ing that the United States should with- 
draw from the United Nations if Com- 
munist China is admitted to that organ- 
ization. Secretary Dulles is publicly 
soft-pedalling Administration talk of the 
prospect of the admission of Red China 
to the U.N. But privately officials say 
that is more than a possibility in the 
next few years. The Knowland resolu- 
tion may be a future embarrassment if 
a compromise is reached with Red 
China. 

Democrats say Knowland is not entirely 
to blame for the apparent breakdown of 
co-operation. ._Their complaints can be 
summarized under three headings:

is that “briefings are not consultations.” 
They want to be informed while deci- 
sions are being made, not just before they 
are publicly announced. They want some 
of their ideas accepted. 


They can cite chapter and verse on the 
lack of prior consultations, such as the 
President’s transfer of mutual aid funds 
last summer to give financial and military 
aid to the’ Navarre plan in Indochina; 
withdrawal of two divisions from Korea; 
the cut of five billion dollars from the Air 
Force budget last year; Secretary Dulles’s 
announcement of plans for “united action” 
in Southeast Asia and the warning to So- 
viet Russia that the United States was 
prepared for “instant, massive retaliation” 
in the event of future military aggression.

MINORITY LEADER Johnson denied 
that his and other speeches to the Jeffer- 
son-Jackson celebration were deliberately 
concerted to serve as a declaration of war 
against Knowland, the White House and 
the Republican campaign committees. He 
said, however, that he had deliberately 
withheld the vote on the motion to recom- 
mit the amendments to the Taft-Hartley 
law until after his speech. The 48 Demo- 
crats were unanimous for the motion—a 
spectacular show of solidarity. 

To an outsider, it may appear odd that 
a vote on such a purely domestic meas- 
ure could be even indirectly influence 
foreign policy decision.

Of ‘United Action’ Scheme 


Still Only a Hope—Britain Waiting for the End of 
Geneva Conference and France Hesitates to Abandon 
Colonialism — Difficulties Evident, but Dulles Is 
Not Discouraged—Seeks to Stop Red Aggression.

New Zealand, Thailand and the Philip- 
pine Republic have given affirmative re- 
sponses. The Australian Government hesi- 
tates to commit itself until after the 
election of May 29. The three Associated 
States of Indochina cannot respond with- 
out the assent of the Frenc h is their 
“independence.” 

These, and the United States, compose 
the original 10 nations considered for the 
pact. The Colombo powers—lIndia, Ceylon, 
Pakistan, Burma and Indonesia — have 
been kept informed of the proposals, as 
have the nationalist Chinese, South Ko- 
rea and Japan. The reasons for not trying 
to include any or all of these nations in 
the pact initially will. be discussed later 
in the article.

THE PACT, if modeled on NATO, would 
provide for United States bases in South- 
east Asia some of which probably would 
be occupied. It would permit the Presi- 
dent in an emergency, again if it contains 
the same provisions as the North Atlantic 
Pact, to use military force.

MONTH ago Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles made his dramatic trip 

to London and Paris to propose a 
Southeast Asia defense pact. He believed 
at the end of that four-day intensive se- 
ries of consultations, that he had gained 
assent from America’s principal allies to 
lay the groundwork as rapidly as possible 
for an agreement that would ‘call into 
being military forces in the same pattern 
as the North Atlantic Treaty Organization. 
A series of disillusionments has fol- 
lowed and it is important to try to ap- 
praise the American position in the light 
of what has happened in a period that has 


seemed at times to bring the Western alli- 


ance close to the breaking point. Dulles’s 
motive was to build a position of strength 
for bargaining purposes at Geneva. 

More than anything else the rapid de- 
terioration in the French military situation 
in Indochina defeated these efforts. If 
there was a major blunder it was in the 
public advertisement that Britain would 
not agree with the United States on the 
need to intervene to save Dien Bien Phu 
and the Hanoi delta.

The British are still saying they will 
not agree to any sort of pact either po- 
litical or military until further explora- 
tion here shows whether peace can be 
reached by negotiation. And the Amer- 
icans are nevertheless going ahead to re- 
cruit support with or without the British. 

If the worst should happen in the 
next month the position of the United 

States and the free world will be 
gravely imperiled. The Communist con- 
quest of Indochina will have advanced 

to the stage at which a desperate ap- 

peal to save French lives will be the 
final cry. 

Already, according to reports from 
Washington, the French Government has 


asked how the United States would re- 
spond to such an appeal. From Hanoi 
come reports that Communist irregular 
battalions are taking to the field with 
equipment, apparently according to long 
prearranged plan, much faster than had 
been anticipated. 

Under such circumstances wavering 
Asian nations could hardly be expected to 
lend their support to a defensive pact. 
British left-wing opposition would be even 
more adamant than it has been in the re- 
cent past. 

Knowledgeable sources believe the 
Communists have a carefully worked 
out plan for just this situation. They 
would push forward their own so-called 


_ security pact for Europe with a similar 


pact’ for Asia thrown in. Along with 
this would go an offer to France to quit 
the war on terms that would save hu- 
man life and accompanying this offer 
would be a powerful propaganda plea 
to line up on the Soviet side. 

Already hints of this have come. The 
Russian request to join the North Atlan- 
tice Treaty’ Organization was more, it is 
believed, than just a propaganda gesture. 
At the right moment Moscow can point to 
that request, which was turned down, and 
cite it as proof that Communism did ac- 
tually want to become part of a European 
security system.

Joint communiques issued in both Lon-— 
don and Paris April 13 and 14 stated: 
“We are ready to take part, with the 
countries principally concerned, in an ex- 
amination of the feasibility of establishing 
a collective defense, within the frame- 
work of the charter of the United Nations, 
to assure the peace, security and freedom . 
Asia and the Western 
Pacific.” 

This agreement was exactly what he 
had hoped to achieve. The press erroneous- 
ly reported he had tried and failed 
to get French and British assent to a. 
tough declaration on united action before 
the Geneva convention. Some reported his 
trip as a diplomatic failure.

For it was only one day before Mr. Knowland 
made amends in the Senate that Mr. Truman 
o'd the National Press Club: “Traitor and trea- 
son are words you can't use fh friendship. They 
make a very poor steppingstone to bipartisan 
co-operation. If the President wishes a biparti- 
san foreign: policy, it is his responsibility to 
make one possible.” 

And so it is. Franklin D. Roosevelt, when 
President, made bipartisanship possible by giv- 
ing Republican Senator Arthur H. Vandenberg 
of Michigan virtually equal status with Demo- 
cratic Senator Tom Connally in the develop- 
ment of foreign policy. This was continued in 
the Truman. Administration, It made almost no 
difference whether Mr. Vandenberg or Mr. Con- 
rally was chairman of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Commitice.

Mr. Brifée, if is true, was Under Secretary of 
State for a while when Dean Acheson headed 
the State Department, and this same Mr. Bruce 
now is United States Representative to the Eu- 
ropean Coakend Steel Community. 

But. Secretary ‘Dulles cannot* possibly mean 
that the continuation of this lone Democrat, who 
has mever he!d political office, in a minor post 
compares with the series of major diplomatic 
assignments Mr. Truman gave to Mr. Dulles 
himself.

Several million Americans who do not own 
any part of the New. York Central Railroad will

Mr. Young. the vociferous former head of 
the Chesapeake and Ohio system, won a major 
point when a New York court ruled that proxy 
votes could be cast for 800,000 N.Y.C. shares 
held by Young's group.

Tell the Full Story 


When the McCarthy-Army hearings are re- 
sumed on Monday, the Administration would be 
well advised to instruct Army Counselor John 
G. Adams to tell the full story of the Jan. 21 
meeting at which the Administration decided 
to fitht back against Senator McCarthy. 

Mir. Adams told part of the story in his testi- 
last Wednesday. Two members of the 
luvestigating subcommittee, Senators Mundt and 
Dirksen, told another part of it when they took 
the stand themselves, The orders to Mr. Adams 
not to discuss the matter further. can only 
mystify the public. 

Special Counsel Joseph N. Welch, who has 
followed the*#salutary rule of putti every- 
thing pertinent into the record, says the details 
of the Jan. 21 meeting would not be embar- 
rassing to the Administration but “contrariwise.”’ 
Whether they embarrass anybody or not, the full 
details should be made public. 

Insofar as can be told from Mr. Adams's tes- 
timony up to now, the purpose of the Jan. 21 
meeting was to obtain full Administration back- 
ing—especially from the Justice Department— 
for the Army’s decision not to comply with 
Senator McCarthy's demand for testimony from 
iis Lovalty Board. members. 

Mr. Adams told this meeting—which was at- 
tended by high Administration officials, includ- 
ing Attorney General Brownell and Presidential 
Assistant Sherman Adams—of his belief that 
‘McCarthy's ultimatum was connected with the 
McCarthy-Cohn demands for special treatment 
for Pvt. Schine.

“We have about 7000 people getting 
this food now,” he explains, “and it 
will be 8000 or more by the -end of 
the month. All told, food for 9000 has 
been allocated to this county.” : 


Food Only Once a Month 


He can't offer his customers much 
variety: they are limited to canned beef 
and gravy, dry milk, butter, cheese and 
shortening. “Each family can ‘get the 
food only once a month, ahd it isn’t 
really enough to stretch out that long 
for most families.” 

Only about 3000 men are now work- 
ing in the mines in Pike county, and in 
the last week of March miners in the 


’ Big Sandy field averaged only 2.3 days 


of work a week. The county, largest in 
area_in the state, has a population of 
about 0.000. Insured unemployed 
number 4000, the highest since World 
War II. Many of the people who are 
getting the surplus food have exhausted 
their unemployment benefits and are 
not on the rolls any longer. 


On the surface, Pikeville looks much 
as usual, except for the number of men 
in front of the 
county courthouse. Merchants are feel- 
ing the pinch, but they are still in busi- 
ness. However, Pikeville itself isn't a 
mining town; the mines are in-the hills 
15 6r more miles distant, and you must 
visit the settlements clustered around 
them to see the picture in sharp focus. 


*Never Been Worse Than Now’ 


Lookout, with its depressing mustard- 
yellow houses, is up near the head of 


Marrowbone creek, tucked away among | 


the hills. The nearby Henry Clay mine, 
employing about 450 men, closed in 1952, 


“IT been in this hollow since 1919,” a 
big miner named Hobart Castle said, 
“and, by God, it’s never been worse 
than now.’ He looked around for con- 
firmation from the other men standing 
or sitting in cars near the railroad track 
in front of the general store. 


“We're about done on this creek,” 
Castle said. ‘There are only two men 
in this town..working now, and one of 
them is working in West Virginia.” 

“That's right.” another man said. 
“Even in the big depression it wa'n't 
so bad—things didn’t cost so much 
then, and back in the ‘30s you could 


plant a little something around here, 


but our soil’s gone now. You could 
plant a pound of beans then and get as 


much as out of five pounds now—same 
with a sack 0’ taters.” 

I asked how much work most of the 
men had had since the mine closed. 
“I'd say a month’'d kill a year,’’ Castle 


_ answered. 


When the United Mine Workers re- 
cently.cut off relief payments from the 
welfare fund with the explanation that 
the union held relief was a government 
responsibility, the men didn’t grumble 
much. It was work they wanted; and 
some of them blamed the union as well 
as. the operators and ‘“‘conditions’ for 
for their plight. 

“I wish they’d knock that $18.75 (the 
union’s daily scale) in the head,” one 
miner said, “and go back to the 1942 
contract—$14.05. Then maybe we'd 
get some work.” 


Some Contracts Are Canceled, 


“Tl tell you this,” said another man. 
“They better do something or we'll go 
back to work any kind of way. I'd take 
$5 a day before. I'd let my family 
starve.” ; 

“Well, I think it’s time Pappy (John 
L. Lewis) did something for us.” said 
an old miner, out of work since he was 
dropped five years ago. 

“Still,” Castle spoke up again, “I’m 
telling you now, if we let our union 
down we're through for good on this 
creek.” 

“It ain’t all the union,” said another 
miner. “The union can’t sell the coal. 
I don’t mind paying my dues, even in 
the fix I’m in.” 

In the U.M.W.’s sub-district office in 
Pikeville, Carson Hibbits,*: the chief 
union official in the Big Sandy area. 
seems unconcerned about reports that 
the miners are ready to bolt the union. 

Some operators in other eastern 
Kentucky fields have already moved to 
go non-union, canceling their contracts 
with the U.M.W., as have companies in 
Pennsylvania and Virginia; But Hibbits 
doesn’t think this°will spread: “Oh, |

U.N. Agencies Act to Cut High 
Infant Mortality Rates in Asia

HREE THOUSAND babies are born every hour ,in Asia. They 
are born in thatched huits and baked-mud houses. 
born sometimes on a dirt floor or in a cattle shed. 


T 


Many of them do not live long. 
As many as 300 out of every 
thousand ‘berm in some rural 
areas die in their first year. 
Their mothers do not fare much 
better. Their mortality rate is 
10 or 20 times higher than that 
of countries like America. 

Many births are attended, if 
at all, only by the village mid- 
wife. There are not nearly 
enough doctors and nurses to 
go around. In Indonesia, for in- 
stance, there is one dictor for 
every 65,000 .persons compared 
to one for 800 in New Zealand. 

Thus, the enormous responsi- 
bility of seeing mother and baby 
safely through their dangerous 
ordeal falls to the dai, as the 
midwife is called in India and 
Pakistan; the dukun, in Indo- 
nesia; the let-the in Burma; the 
moh-tam-yae in Thailand; and 
the hilot in the Philippines. 


Infection Spread. 

Untrained, these .women 
spread infection and endanger 
lives by relying on traditional 
remedies—a mud plaster, a 
betel-leaf poultice, a tea of 
herbs, an eggplant hung from 
a rafter (which is considered a 
cure for fever in some districts). 

Properly trained and equip- 
ped, however, they can be a real 
key to better health, helping 
mothers to substitute science for 
superstition and cleanliness for 
the ancient charms. 

“The young mother listened in- 
tently as the nurse told her how 
to feeG t®e baby, how to boil 
its water. how to bathe it. Then 
the storm broke. The grand- 
mother suddenly spoke in an 
angry voice. I couldn’t under- 
stand what she said, so I 
the nurse to translate. 

“*3ne says it is bad luck to 
bathe the baby before it is two 
weeks old. The baby should be 
bathed in a broth of onion rings 
so it can grow to have strong 
‘children. You must cut the fin- 
gernails of the child and place 
them on the window ledge, or 
she will be killed in a fall.

The training courses range all 
the way from. simple, basic in- 
struction for the traditional vil- 
lage midwives—often elderly, 
frequently illiterate, sometimes 
suspicious of new ways—to ad- 
vanced instruction for well-edu- 
cated young women who are be- 
ginning to leave their sheitered 
life in comfortanle homes to 
work in rural areas as public 
health nurses. 

Four thousand UNICEF kits 
already are in use and.in the 
next few weeks 14,000 newly de- 
signed kits will be shipped out 
from here.

Sadism *n the Comics 


SEDUCTION OF THE INNOCENT, 


by Fredric Wertham, M.D. (Rine- 
hart & Co., Inc., 397 pgs., $4.)

HERE is a new product 
T= the market for the 
kiddies. 

It is sex, sadism and per- 
version, wrapped innocuously 
in a colorful package labeled 
“crime comic books,” and sold 
to the tune of 60,000,000 
copies a month to children be- 
tween the ages 5and 16. (These 
are Dr. Wertham’s figures.) 

It is a lucrative, multimil- 
lion dollar business, well en- 
trenched behind high-minded 
slogans invented by slick pub- 
lic relations experts, and given 
a semblance of truth by in- 
dorsements of bought- and- 
paid-for psychologists. 

These crime comic books, 
says the industry, teach chil- 
dren that crime does not pay, 
gives them harmless outlets 
for their aggressions, and 
won't endanger those who are 
constitutionally normal any- 
how. 

Dr. Fredrick Wertham, au- 
thor of “Show of Violence” 
and “Dark Legend,” rips this 
hypocritical mask off the 
face of these merchants of 
sadism for Junior. With facts 
and passion Dr. Wertham gives 
the clinical side of the coin. 


* * 

HERE is nothing comical 
T in these crime comics, he 

says. Here is depicted kill- 
‘ing for the sake of killing; 
here brutality and perversion 
is packaged as merchandise 
for profit. Dr. Wertham shows 
how under the guise of fight- 
ing crime, these comic books 
show in detail how to commit 
crimes and how to escape de- 
tection. But even worse than 
this is the killing and violence 
which goes with it. Tied in 
with this sadism are the scan- 
tily clad, voluptuous women in 
provocative poses. Nowhere 
else except in the forbidden 
pages of Marquis de Sade’s 
books, says Dr. Wertham, does 
one find the type of illustra- 
tions purveyed in these com- 
ic books. 

The publicity man’s claim 
that crime comics prevent 
juvenile delinquency is a 
fraud, says Dr. Wertham. He 
argues that the exact reverse 
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is true and ties in the rising 
tide of juvenile delinquency 
with the soaring circulation of 
these crime comics. He also 
cites with chapter and verse 
how they contribute to a new 
illiteracy and to social un- 
stability. As Dr. Wertham 
put_it: “It (the constant read- 
ing of crime comics) is an in- 
fluence on character, on at- 
titude, on the higher func- 
tions of social responsibility 
. - « on the intuitive feeling 
for right and wrong. To put it 
more concretely, it consists 
chiefly in blunting the finer

EVEN years of research, 
\ reading and classifying the

Dr. Wertham has per- 
formed a public service in 
the fullest meaning of the 
words. It is high time some- 
one spoke up for the children.

of these specialists and the 
tone of her book “Your Child's 
Reading Today” is reassuring 
in its wide range of knowledge 
and its freedom from dogma- 
tism. The parent who expects 
a pat formula for dealing with 
a specific instance will be 
disappointed. The author is 
continuously aware of individ- 
ual variations in temperament, 
immediate interests and apti- 
tude. She does say, however, 
that children are more likely 
to read books that. are di-. 
rectly connected with inter- 
ests they have acquired else- 
where than to read for “its 
own sake. It follows from this 
they may form habits of read- 
ing because they are inter- 
ested in baseball, automobiles, 
fashionable clothes or what not 
and are curious about the 
literature on the subject. But 
the- author thinks it unwise 
for parents to question their 
children too closely about the 
contents of a book. Discuss it, 
if the opportunity arises in 
casual conversation, but don’t 
ask for a synopsis. 

Since parents who are most 
concerned about their chil- 
dren’s skill or interest in read- 
ing are likely to be readers 
themselves, it may reassure 
them to know that they 
shouldn't worry too much, At 
any rate Miss Frank believes 
that a child living in a house- 
hold whére books are valued 
and read, will read himself 
sooner or later. The example, 
seemingly, is more effective 
than the precept.

N general, though, Miss 
| Frank’s guide is most valu- 
able because of the way it 
divides the young readers into 
various categories and -pro- 
vides list of books that would 
be suitable for each. Every 
age group is considered and 
also many special inclinations 
and she includes suggestions 
on literature for the slow 
reader, the fast reader, the 
child who “doesn’t read at 
all,” the busy child and so 


on, Further than that she 


examines the “classics” with 
a discriminating eye and con- 
cludes that some of those so 
denominated have outlived 
their value for the young. 
Then to that she offers titles 
that are calculated to “build 
character” to stir healthy emo- 
tions.or to bring before the 
young the image of greatness 
as exemplified in the lives of 
historical characters. 


One gets the impression that 
each of the books included 
in one of the many lists has 
been carefully evaluated in 
the light of experience. So 
while Miss Frank's study of- 
fers no cure-alls, it may help 
to allay a few parental ap- 
prehensions. Aside from that 
it is a systematized and con- 
venient reference book.

ARENTS, teachers and 
Pram directors who watch 

and criticize Junior’s draw- 
ings, painting and scribblings 
with an eye to helping him be- 
come a professional artist 
would—in many instances—be 
far more helpful if they kept 
their mouths shut. Such is one 
of the major bits of advice 
to be found in this under- 
standing and instructive book 
by Dr. Viktor Lowenfeld, 
professor of art education at 
Pennsylvania State University, 
who is recognized as one of 
the leading art educators in 
America. 

The book actually consists 
of answers to questions from 
parents collected during six 
years of lectures from coast 
to coast. The answers, ar- 
ranged in logical sequence, 
are based on the latest re- 
search, on teaching experi- 
ences and on a wide range of 
observation. The unusual four- 
page index and the way the 
book is written make it pos-

sible for the parent to refer ~ 


quickly to the question which 
most. directly relates to his 
child.

created. Coloring books are 
brought in here as among the 
worst enemies of creative ex- 
pression. 

Dr. Lowenfeld demonstrates 
this on a page with three il- 
lustrations. At the top is a 
child’s free drawing of a soar- 
ing bird, full of action, before 
the child was exposed to color- 
ing books. Below it is the 
coloring book illustration of 
seven identical birds made up 
of four lines each, with the 
direction, “Color seven birds.” 
The child was told to copy 
them, and he did, with the re- 
sult that in the last illustra- 
tion, after having copied 
from the coloring book, the 
child had lost his sensitivity, 
and draws triangles for birds.

Life in Williams- 
burg was as much like life 
on English country estates as 
the colonial governors could 
make it. :But life in New 
Salem from 1829 to 1839—a 
short span of little more than 
a decade—was as genuinely 
American as the logs out of 
which the cabins were built 
and the rail fences were fash- 
ioned. 

Long before he wrote his 
immensely popular one-vol- 
ume life of Lincoln, Mr. 
Thomas produced a descrip- 
tion of New Salem in history 
and its reconstruction” by the 
State of Illinois on the site 
of the original hamlet, for the 
Abraham Lincoln Association.

Of Athletic Programs _. 
And the Freshman Rule. 
T really doesn’t make much 
difference if the Washing- 
ton University Bears don’t 
get an invitationto partici- 
pate in the N.C.A.A. . post- 
season baseball tournament. 
If the Bears are overlooked 
the/N.C.A.A. will be the loser. 
.The Bears have an excellent 
team this year. Their Satur- 
- day victory. was their eigh- 
teenth in succession. However, 
the athletic program at Wash- 
ington University is designed 
for the student body’s benefit 
and entertainment and the 
season has been a successful 
one. 


It’s rather silly, though, 

and unfortunately not out of 
N.C.A.A, character, if the 
Bears are excluded from con- 
sideration because Coach Irv 
Utz has used freshmen on his 
“baseball nine. What's wrong 
with using freshmen in an 
honest athletic program? 
Aren’t freshmen in good 
scholastic standing entitled to 
the same benefits as sopho- 
mores, juniors or seniors? 
They are students, too, and 
the program at Washington is 
for students, rather than for 
any profits that may accrue 
at the box office. 
- There is only one reason 
for a freshman rule, really. 
Schools whose athletic pro- 
grams are aimed at commer- 
cial objectives, to lure large 
crowds to football fields, bas- 
ketball field houses and base- 
ball diamonds, have been 
known to go scouting for ath- 
letic ‘stars. It is alleged in 
some quarters that money 
actually has been paid in the 
process of luring. And s0 the 
freshnan rule was adopted. 
It meant that a school would 
have to tolerate an athletic 
star for a year, and the star 
would have to study for a 
year, before he could partici- 
pate in intercollegiate ath- 
letics. This discouraged trans- 
fer students, too, and was a 
kind of no-raid agreement. 

The N.C.A.A. should be 
proud of Washington Univer- 
sity and its athletic program. 
Washington has shown that 
athletics can be conducted on 

a strictly amateur basis, for 
| the good of the student body 
and for the entertainment of 
non-participating students and 
for the alumni.

e South's school system “the 
same general deficiencies in 
physical facilities, teacher train- 
ing, curricula and the like would 
exist.” 

This {s one of several conclu- 
sions set forth ih a non-partisan 
study made by the Fund for the 
Advancement of Education, 
formed by the Ford Foundation, 
and made public today. 

Entitled “The Negro and the 
Schools,” the study is the result 
of research by some 5SO edu- 
cators, sociologists and econo- 
mists, It is written by Harry S. 


Ashmore, executive editor of 
the Arkansas Gazette, Little 
Rock, Ark. 


In such a reshuffling of white 


says the study, “abstract justice 
might be achieved, in that the 
deficit would fall evenly upon 
members of both races, but the 
over-all standard of public edu- 
cation would not be materially 
improved.” 

Some Highlights in Beek. 

The study does not recommend 
changes, but describes existing 
conditions in many sections of 
the country.

Hall-Mills Murders : 
Still Deep Mystery

NEW BRUNSWICK, N.J., May 15 (AP). 


OMEBODY knew, but nobody told the uneasy secret of 

the sensational Hall-Mills murder mystery. 

Thirty-two years have passed since a strolling couple 
rhade a gruesome find in a lonely lovers’ lane. 

Under a crabapple tree, neatly laid out, were the bodies 
of the Rev. Edward Wheeler Hall, handsome 41-year-old 
New Brunswick clergyman, and attractive Mrs. Eleanor 
Mills, 34, choir singer and wife of the church sexton. The 
rector’s calling card was at his feet. His eyeglasses were 
carefully in place, a hat covered his face and the single 
bullet hole in his head. Next to him lay Mrs. Mills, shot 
three times, her throat slashed, a scarf over her face. 

Love letters between the couple were strewn at their 
trysting place. , 

That was Sept. 16, 1922. The case still is unso] 

Hall, married to a wealthy woman seven years his 
senior, and Mrs. Mills, mother of two teen-age children, had 
been missing for two days when their bodies were found.

No careful autopsy was made and Mrs. Mills’s 
body had te be exhumed two’ weeks after her 
burial to determine how she died. Only then did 
authorities confirm that the vengeful slayer had 
paused to slash her throat after firing three shots 
into her face at almost point blank range.

They Are Brought to Mind by Current Fight for Control of New York Central System

But 
the forebears of some of the 
men connected with today’s 
struggle would consider the 
heat generated by this hassle 
hardly enough to brew their 
tea. Here is a look at some 
of the spectacular battles in 
the ruthless railway wars of 
days gone by.)

NEW YORK, May 15 (AP)— 


HREADS of family, finance 
T and tradition link thie, pres- 

ent fight for control of the 
mightly New York Central Sys- 
tem with the stormy railway 
wars of America’s past. 

Two descendants of the pro- 
fane old warrior who founded 
the Central, “Commodore” Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt, sit on the 
Central board today. 

And J. Pierpont Morgan the 
elder, no stranger to railway 
feuds, still is represented in 
Central affairs through J. P. 
Morgan & Co.,4he modern sym- 
bol of Morgan’s ancient power. 

Physical violence, wild stock 
market gyrations and lurid melo- 
drama punctuated the old-time 
power struggles. Today’s fight 
is more civilized. Yet something 
of the old spirit remains. 

Echoes of bombast spent long 

in the past faintly sounded when 
Texas-born Robert R. Young 
challenged the Central leader- 
ship in January and got from 
Central President William White 
a hot promise of “a bare-fisted 
fight.” It hasn’t quite come to 
that, but there has been a bit- 
ter battle for proxys prior to a 
meeting of the Central’s stock- 
holders scheduled May 26 at 
Albany, N.Y. The vote at that 
time will decide whether White 
remains in control or Young 
takes over.

M EMORY fitfully stirred again 


only recently as Young ac- 

cused the Central board of 
“high-handed tactics reminiscent 
of Fisk and Drew.” 

These are names which once 
were h hold words, names 
with top™billing in a kind of 
Greek tragedy by gaslight—with 
overtones of burlesque and a 
chorus from Tammany Hall— 
which is known to history as the 
“Erie War.” 

It was America’s first great 
railroad war, fought between 
1866 and 1868. James Fisk Jr., 
Daniel Drew and Jay Gould, 
“the Mephistopheles of Wall 
Street,” were arrayed against 
Vanderbilt. 

Vanderbilt had earned the 
title “Commodore”—a newspa- 
per man’s compliment—through 
40 years tnh-the shipping busi- 
ness. When private shipping 
was made hazardous by the Civil 
War, Vanderbilt cocked his can- 
ny eye toward railroads. 

In 1862 he fought his first rail 
skirmish. He rammed down the 
stock of the New York and Har- 
lem railroad until it touched bot- 
tom, then bought control. Next 
he acquired control of the Hud- 
son River railroad, a line paral- 
leling the Harlem on the east 
side of the Hudson river, rune 
ning to Albany. 

Then in 1868 he captured the 
old New York Central railroad 
which plied between Albany and 
Buffalo, N.Y., laying the founda- 
tion for the present vast Central 
system. Vanderbilt acquired the 
old Central by breaking connec- 
tions between it and his own 
lines, an action which marooned 
Central passengers and freight 
at Albany. . When Central stocks 
went down far enough, Vander- 
bilt bought it and took control, 


* * — 
UT of his victory the Com- 
modore snatched a quick six 
million bucks and 20 million 
more in Central stock. The Leg- 
islature asked some questions 
but Vanderbilt had an answer. 

“What do 1 care about the 
law?” he said. “Hain’t I got the 
power?” 

Meanwhile Drew, a onetime 
dealer wha inspired the term 
“watered stock” by. salting big 
cattle herds and then letting 
them drink their fill before sell- 
ing them liveweight, had made 
enough money as a loan shark 
to buy control of the Erie. This

was a 500-mile line between 
New York and Buffalo hailed 
as “the wonder of the age.” 

Vanderbilt saw the Erie as a 
possible threat to his rail chain 
to Buffalo. The Commodore 
bought up enough of its stock 
to oust Drew, who practically 
groveled before the victor and 
implored Vanderbilt to save him 
from ruin. « 

The hard-swearing Commo- 
dore was merciful. That was 
his biggest mistake. He al- 
lowed Drew to keep his direc- 
torship. Soon Drew persuaded 
Vanderbilt to let him install 
two young men, Fisk and Gould, 
as additional dumniy directors. 

x * * 


REW, Fisk and Gould were 

good boys for awhile, then 

yanked the rug out from un- 
der Vanderbilt. They knew the 
Commodore was still buying Erie 
stock to solidify his position. So 
the unholy three secretly flood- 
ed the market with newly 
printed stock, converted under 
a trick clause from Erie bonds. 

Vanderbil® kept on buying as 
the printing press turned out 
new Erie stock. Then he caught 
on, swore a mighty oath and got 
an injunction against the trai- 
tors and their conversions. 

By chicanery, however, the 
trio threw even more crisp, new 
stock on the market. This time 
Vanderbilt got warrants for their 
arrest on contempt charges. 
With $6,000,000, they fled out 
of the court’s jurisdiction to 
Jersey City. A rear fuard of 
Erie thugs slugged it ‘out with 
brass knuckles against) a hotly 
pursuing gang of VWanderbilt 
deputies. 

The fugitives fortified them- 
selves in a Jersey City hotel 
and mounted,three small can- 
nons on the nearby waterfront. 
They established an Erie “navy” 
of four lifeboats, each holding a 
dozen armed men. Fat and rak- 


ish Jim Fisk became its “ad-- 


miral.” 

Champagne flowed at the ho- 
tel. Fisk, the “Prince of Erie,” 
installed his mistress, Josie 
Mansfield, at the place. The pale 
and sickly Gould worked to re- 
organize Erie as a New Jersey 
corporation. Meanwhile, Erie 
and Central conducted a rate 
war. 

Gould went to Albany with a 
satchel of cash to bribe New 
York state legislators to enact a 


law making it legal to convert 
bonds into stock. The Vander- 
bilt forces got wind of this and 
tried to bribe the lawmakers 
the other way. There were fat 
pickings for Tammany Hall’s 
Tweed ring as they — 
money from both sides. B 
Gould had got there “fustest 
with the mostest” and the law 
passed. 


Criminal charges were still 
pending against the Erie crowd 
in New York, however. It was 
pretty much of a stand-off. Van- 
derbilt sent word to Drew say- 
ing, “Drew, I’m sick df the 
whole damned business. Come 
and see me.” 


The Erie trio met the Commo- 
dore at his New York mansion. 
There he told them the fight 
“has learned me it never pays 
to kick a skunk.” Vanderbilt's 
power was still a highly menac- 
ing thing to. the Erie group. 
They agreed to repay him some 
$4,500,000 he said was stolen 
from him through the printing 
press. Even-so, Vanderbilt lost 
more than a million. So ended 
the “Erie war.” 


But that was only the first of 
many wars., A year later, in 
1869, the youthful J. Pierpont 
Morgan won his spurs in a rail- 
road fight in mid-New York 
state when Fisk and Gould tried 
to take over the Albany and 
Susquehanna, a link between 
Albany and the coal regions,

URING this fracas hundreds 
Do armed men. fought. Fisk 

was thrown bodily down the 
stairs of the railroad office by 
Morgan’s nren, The locomotives 
of two opposing forces crashing 
in flaming, head-on collision. 
Track was torn up. Stock-buying, 
legal maneuvering and bribery 
played their roles: At the end, 
Morgan emerged triumphant, 
richer by a half million dollars 
agd a reputation. 


In California, new rail titans 
were rising—Charles Crocker, 
Leland Stanford, Mark Hopkins 
and Collis P. Huntington. They 
had been inspired by the vision 
of a transcontinental railroad. |

OON afterwards followed 

the railroad wars of the south- 

west. 

The Big Four of California— 
Crocker, Stanford, Hopkins and 
Huntington—battled off at- 
tempts of railroads from the 
midwest to build through the 
Pacifie shore. They seized the 
strategic mountain passes. They 
bought up what was originally 
a “paper” railroad, which later 
became an empire: the Southern 
Pacific. They strung this rail- 
road eastward, defying U. S. 
troops sent to stop them at the 
Colorado river, and eventually 
reached New Orleans. 

After the panic 
Goul4 — heavy with loot from 
the Erie—bought control of the 
milked and ring Union 
Pacific. In the same year Gould 
bought a large ‘interest in the 
Texas & Pacific Railroad. 

The uncanny Gould then 
launched a series of complicated 
financial maneuvers, mergers 
and blitzkriegs which were to 
create the 7000-mile “Gould 
System.” 

The flashiest of these gambits 
came when Gould picked up 
for a song the near-bankrupt 
Kansas Pacific and Denver Pa- 
cific which paralleled the Union 
Pacific. He gently suggested to 
his fellow U.P. directors that this 
road be merged with U.P. They 
pooh-poohed his “suggestion” 
and another Gould foray was on. 
He threatened to extend the 
Kansas Pacific to Ogden, Utah, 
a route which would offer ruin- 
ous competition to the U.P. As 
an extra bludgeon he bought 
the Missouri Pacific, which gave 
him a line from St. Louis to 
Cheyenne. 

The Union Pacifit managers 
bowed before superior force and 
capitulated. The Kansas Pacific, 
Denver Pacific and Union Pa- 
cific were merged. Gould’s tac- 
tics were, briefly, to sell his 
U.P. holdings at their peak, 
before value was lowered by 
the merger, and to cash-in the 
stock of the newly-combined 
roads when they reafhed a 
maximum. He made a clear 
profit of $8,000,000.

* Meanwhile, an epoch passed 


as old Vanderbilt died in 1877. 
He left an estate of $105,000,- 
000. ‘Later in the year the rail- 
road’ workers asked for a pay 
boost which was refused. This 
led to a different kind of rail- 
Toad war, the great rail strike 
of 1877. 

The nation had seen no such 
violence since the Civil War. 
Hundreds of cars and locomo- 
tives were burned. Soldiers and 
mobs fought pitched battles. 


Many were slain. The strike 
was lost. 
The famous “Public Be 


Damned” statement. was made 
by. William H. Vanderbilt, son 
and heir of the Commodore, in 
1882. A reporter asked him 
why he wouldn’t continue a 
fast New York-Chicago mail 
train, if only because the public 
found it useful. 

“The public be damned,” said 
Vanderbilt. “I am working for 
my stockholders.”

HIS statement endured as 
T the by-word of greedy capital- 
ism. Actually its author was 
a much. milder and more civic- 
minded magnate than his fore- 
bear and the general run of nine- 
teenth, century tycoons. During 
the younger Vanderbilt’s regime, 


the Central and Pennsylvania 


engaged in a war as each’spon- 
sored nuisance roads to under- 
cut the other. 

Edward H. Harriman, a bril- 
liant stockbroker who looked 
like a bookkeeper, took over the 
Illinois Central in 1887. Follow- 
ing the collapse of Union Pacific 
in the depression of 1893-'96, 


Harriman took over that road, 


the Southern Pacific and others. 
Harriman’s war with James 
Jerome Hill was the last great 
saga of personal railroading. 
Jim Hill was a rugged pioneer 
and empire builder who has 
~ been both eulogized and damned 
for what he did in the north- 
west. Aided by Canadian capi- 
tal he took over a streak of rust, 
the St. Paul & Pacific, in 1873. 


With this as a start he pushed - 


his mighty system, which was to 
become the Great Northern, 
from the Twin Cities to Puget 
Sound by 1888. 

The Hill-Harriman war began 
in 1901, and dragged on for 
about 20 years, even after the 
deathstof the two principals. It 
proved to be the last of the yio- 
lent rail conflicts.

At the Central Branch 
Y.W.C.A., Ruth Duey, director 
of health education, has 
a unique organization to help the 
overweight -who can’t seem to 
stick to a diet or knock off the 
pounds in the routine, spartan 
fashion. Called “The 49-ers,” it 
is a reducing club in which diet 
and exercise take second place. 
Prime importance is given to 
the reasons why you overeat 
and what you can do to change 
the situation. 

“I try to stress that they’re 
not unusual because they over- 
eat,” Miss: Duey says. “Every- 
one has something that upsets 
him. But when some people are 
frustrated or upset, they over- 
eat and it shows. Those of us 
who are walking around thin 
aren’t necessarily any better ad- 
justed. Thin people have — 
emotional upsets, too, but 
haps they take it out in other 
ways—as I do by smoking too 
much. But the person who takes: 
it out in eating, gets fat—and 
then unhappier. 

When the 49-ers (named that 
because originally they took in 
only women who wanted to lose 
49 pounds or more) first organ- 
ized several years ago, they fol- 
lowed a routine pattern, with 
lectures on calories and diet. 
But as the members began ex- 
amining their lives to see when 
it was they overate, and why, 
they began talking, fot just 
about diet problems but prob-— 
lems in general. 

Finally, members of the group 
got to the point where they 
were advising each other on 
problems and lending moral 
support, until now members of 
the class will teleplione each 
other, just as members of Alco- 
holics Anonymous do, when they 
feel like going on a calorie binge 
and want to be dissuaded.

HE present group is made up 
Tor business girls and house- 

wives, some of whom are 
past the 49-pound loss and 
others of whom are interested in 
less stringent trimming pro- 
grams. 

“Their concern for each other 
is touching,” Miss Duey says.

NE woman whose problem 

went far back into her past 

told of eating some sweets 
intended for her little boy dur- 
ing the days when she could not 
afford to buy them. She had had 
a feeling of guilt about “taking 
food out of her child’s mouth” 
and an accompanying compul- 
sion to eat those very sweets 
ever since. Once having con- 
fessed her guilt, tears steaming 
down her face, she found it 
easier to cope with the problem. 


It was about this time that 
Miss Duey feared she might be 
probing too deeply into the emo- 
tional problems of some of her 
group, and invited a psychiatrist 
to sit in on a meeting. He as- 
sured her that discussions were 
being handled in such a way 
that they would not harm those 
participating and were likley to 
do much good. 

Although emphasis is on why, 
not what, they eat, the 49-ers are 
given an approved diet book and 
helped to learn about proper in- 
take of food. The diet used is a 
commercial one, prepared by 
Dietitian Elsbeth Bennett of the 
Ralston-Purina’Co, A completely 
rounded diet, it allows the dieter 
a choice of foods from each 
group at each meal, specifying 
how large the portion may be 
for a woman on a 1200-calorie-a- 
day diet, or a man on 1800 cal- 
ories a day. 

They do not approve of skip- 
ping essential foods or going on 
freak faddy diets. Weighing and

Results for the most part have 
been excellent, 


“Of course, there are ome,” 
says Miss Duey, “who have the 
idea that all they have to do 
is come to class, When they find 
out they have to stop eating, 
they give up. When they say, 
‘I want to lose weight but I 
don't wart to stop eating,’ we 
tell them, ‘Then you don’t want 
to lose weight.’ And sometimes 


‘they don’t.” 


Miss Duey brought out some 
of the graphs kept by the girls 
to indicate loss of weight. One 
went from 155 to 134, another 
from 200 to 189, another from 
189 to 170. One class member, 
Mary Votaw, returned from her 
vacation last summer, deter- 
mined that “something has to 
be done.” She has lost 30 pounds, 
and gets a lot of fun out of 
showing people before and after 
snapshots.

OR YEARS TRACK AND FIELD athletes have tried for goals 
considered unattainable. Because such marks as the four- 
minute mile, 16-foot pole vault, seven-foot high jump and 

60-foot shotput seemed beyond human capabilities they were 
termed “mythical.” But as athletes continued to run faster, leap 
higher and throw farther year after year, attainment of these 
records began to appear not only possible but probable. Within 


the space of three days, in widely separated parts of the world, 


two of the goals were achieved. 

At Oxford, England, a lanky 25-year-old British medical stu- 
dent, Roger Bannister, ran the mile in 3 minutes 59.4 seconds— 
the first man to break the impenetrable four-minute barrier. 
And at Los Angeles, California, a 22-year-old American, Parry 
O'Brien, put a 16-pound shot 60 feet 5% inches to break his own 
world record by 15 inches. Neither performance was a “freak.”

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Both men, finely trained and keen students of their athletic spe- 
cialties, simply did what they set out to do. 

Overnight Bannister became a much-sought-after sports ce- 
lebrity; he was rushed to this country for a round of personal ap- 
pearances. His feat attracted more widespread attention than 
O'Brien's phenomena! shotput because of the continuing interest 
in the long quest for the eB oar mile. It was a goal that 
had eluded pars great runners of the past—Finland’s Paavo 
Nurmi, Jack Lovelock of New Zealand, England's Sydney Wood- 
erson, Glenn Cunningham of the United States and Sweden's 
Gunder Haegg and Arne Andersson. Buf records are made to 
be broken, and all topnotch milers, Wes Santee of Kansas and 
John Landy of Australia among fhem, already have their sights 
on Bannister's mark. And O’Brien has set a new shotput goal 
for himself—a prodigious 65 feet.

CHIEF ENGINEER REPORTS TO COMMISSION 


ISSOURI’S LARGEST public business is the 
construction, improvement and mainte- 
nance of the ever-expanding state high- 

way system. Operations of this business are di- 
rected toward providing an adequate, modern 
traffic network for a state whose motor vehicle 
registrations have nearly quadrupled — rising 
from 346,838 to 1,375,000—since 1920. Such a 
network is essential to meet the state's safety, 
social, economic, educational and national de- 
fense needs and the demands of interstate traffic 
on an east-west gateway state. Inadequate high- 
ways have proved expensive —in lives, time, 
and money. 

The state’s largest business is conducted 
through the State Highway Department, which 
last year spent $79,971,620 on its program for 
better roads. Of that amount $50,273,197 went 
for construction, $16,103,896 for maintenance of 
state roads. The department's receipts for the 
calendar year were $87,730,643, including $20,- 
195,484 from the Federal Government. Its opera- 
tions, which reach into the remotest areas of the 
state, are carried out with a department person- 
nel of some 4350 employes. Additional thou- 
sands owe their livelihood to the road program 
as employes of construction firms with highway 
work contracts or of suppliers of materials. 

=Missouri's highway department is adminis- 
tered by the bi-partisan four-member State High- 
way Commission, appointed by the Governor, 
which sets departmental policy. The State Ge- 
ologist, as ex-officio member, acts in an advisory 
capacity. The commission appoints the depart- 
ment’s Chief Engineer, Chief Counsel and Sec- 


retary.

Ata salary of $12,000 a 
year, he has general charge and supervision of 
the highway department. With the approval of 
the commission, he appoints division and district 
heads, other assistant engineers and employes. 
His office is in the highway department head- 
quarters in Jefferson City, but his duties carry 
him to all parts of the state—for inspections, con- 
ferences, talks, supervisory activities. During 
the past two years he has traveled more than 
67,000 miles. 

Headquarters organization of the highway 
department consists of 10 divisions—audits, 
bridges, construction, equipment, highway plan- 
ning, legal, maintenance, materials and tests. 
supplementary highways and local roads, and 
surveys and plans. Each has a division head in 
charge, is staffed by specialists in the division's 
particular field, and supervises a special phase 
of highway program. There also are depart-

In addition the state is divided into 10 dis- 
tricts of 10 to 12 counties each to facilitate area 
operations. Each district office is headed by a 
district engineer. The area around St. Louis is 
in District 6, with offices,in Kirkwood. It includes 
most of St. Louis County, and Crawford, Frank- 
lin, Gasconade, Iron, Jefferson, Perry, St. Charles, 
St. Francois, Ste. Genevieve, Warren and Wash- 
ington counties. St. Louis and the county's ur- 
ban area east of Lindbergh boulevard are under 
a separate urban office, in Richmond Heights, 
which is comparable in set-up to district offices. 

District and urban offices make all surveys, 
draw up all highway plans for the areas in their 
jurisdiction. Completed plans are sent to Jefferson 
City for checking and preparation for the letting 
of construction contracts.

Chief source of revenue for Missouri’s road 
modernization program is the 3cent gasoline 
tax, all of which goes back into roads. In 1953 
the motor fuels tax accounted for $40,526,903, or 
46.3 per cent. of the total department income. 
Aside from New Jersey, which also has a 3-cent 
tax, Missouri has the lowest tax in the country. 
Also, in 1953, the highways took in $25,730, 
from vehicle licenses and fees, and $1,278,- 
177 from incidentals, in addition to the federal 
aid funds of $20,195,484. 

Missouri's progress from a decentralized, 
dirt-road highway system to a modern, integrated; 
state-maintained system of expressways, major 
routes and supplementary Be: actually began 
in 1920. In that year a constitutional amendment 
authorized a $60,000,000 bond issue to “Get Mis- 
souri Out of the Mud.”

Y FIRST RACE for the coveted 
Bendix air trophy ended in an 
Arizona field — thousands of 
miles from my Cleveland goal. 

Sometimes, you see, a flier must know 
when not to take a chance. 

In the type of flying I do, there’s always 
an element of risk. Sometimes you fly for 
years before you suddenly discover why 
it’s worthwhile. 

I had taken many chances in that short 
flight from California to Arizona. But long 
hours of preparation had gone into the 
flight. It required much argument to per- 
suade race Officials that a woman should 
participate. 

So I took off, into dense fog. A few 
minutes before, another contestant had 
run off the end of the runway and had 
been killed. On my takeoff, a barely visible 
fence tore away my radio aerial. 

Without a radio to guide me, I man- 
aged to clear the mountains. But by then 
the tail of the plane was vibrating and the 
engine was on the verge of burning out. 
I could make only one decision: forget 
my pride and quit. 

Often, the urge to go right on taking 
chances overcomes the urge to be sensible. 
After a while, gambling in the air becomes 
second nature to a racing flier, just as your 
job becomes routine to you. 

Flying has hospitalized me only once in 
20 years. That was the day I became the 
first woman to fly faster than sound. 

To stand the shaking up of breaking 
the sonic barrier, a pilot wears a suit spe- 
cially designed to offset the pull of gravity. 
It’s called a G-suit. 

I didn’t wear one, because the other 
pilots weren't wearing them. So, when I 
went into a full power dive from 47,000 
feet, my insides were twisted into a kink. 
The doctors blamed an old operation. 

I’ve had crash landings, fires in the air, 
engines that suddenly quit. And I don't 
have a scar. 

Maybe I’ve been lucky. When you're 
racing, Or aiming for speed records, or 
testing new planes, you know that once 
in a while an emergency will crop up. Your

life depends on a quick decision. 

On some flights, the emergencies seem 
to come in bunches. The time I finished 
second to Paul Mantz in the Bendix race, 
| counted three. 

Over the California-Arizona line, my 
radio quit. In irritation, I kicked the radio 
and hurt my foot. 

But I thad no time to nurse it. While 
crossirg the mountains at 27,000 feet my 
engine went into a “surge” and I hit a cold 
front, full speed, on instruments. Then, as — 
I tried to drop a fuel tank, it bounced up 
and smashed the trailing edge of the wing, 
cutting my speed about 20 miles an hour. 

And when I landed in Cleveland, I dis- 
covered a bump on my head, where I'd 
been thrown against the canopy. For- 
tunately, my shoulder straps had been 
tight, or I might have been seriously hurt. 

My narrow escapes weren't confined 
to the pioneer days of flying. A Sabrejet 
gave me one of my touchiest moments. 

I was aiming for a new speed record 
over a California course last year, and div- 
ing to increase the plane’s momentum. 

Two hundred feet off the ground, the 
plane slipped into a “slow roll,” with the 
controls frozen. I had to ease up on power 
to keep the jet from rolling over or diving 
into the ground.

F YOU COULD read a book in half a 
minute, do you think you could” 
catch up on your reading? 

It can be done, You can take the 
word of Dr. George D. Spache, head of 
the University of Florida’s reading 
laboratory and clinic here. He has de- 
veloped a new method of fast reading 
after four years of research. 

Fast reading, says Dr. Spache, is not 
a matter of reading so many words per 
minute. It’s a matter of approach—and 
of knowing what to look for. It takes 
training and practice. 

The word for the 30-seconds-per- 
book pace is “skimming.” Here’s how 
you do it: First you read the table of 
contents to get an over-all picture of 
what the book is about. Then you read 
the chapter headings to find out how 
the author develops his subject. Finally, 
you read the first sentence of each 
chapter and the first subheading. 

It's as simple as that. But, as Dr. 
Spache emphasizes, it takes training. 
At his reading clinic here, people of 
normal reading habits have increased 
their reading rate hundreds of words 
per minute in five or six weeks. - 

The average person, says Dr. Spache, 
should have these five basic reading 
rates—“rate” being the speed at which 
you comprehend what you're reading.

A judge once came to Dr. Spache 
and asked for help in reading his 
briefs. At his present rate, he said, he 
could scarcely keep up with his work. 
After six weeks’ training, he upped his 
rate from 300 words per minute to 600. 

A businessman had another kind of 
problem. He said it took him 17 weeks 
to read a book, reading every day. 
He trained six weeks at the clinic. Now 
he can read a book in a week. 

Not all books can—or should — be 
read at top speed. When you curl up 
with your favorite novel, you probably 
will read some passages at 200 words 
per minute, skim others at 2,000 words 
per minute, depending on your mood. 

But books that have a definite struc- 
ture—table of centents, chapter head- 
ings, subheadings—can be read rapidly. 
You can read a book on history, biog- 
raphy, popular science, medicine or 
philosophy at 10,000 words per minute. 

One student in Dr. Spache’s reading 
clinic trained three hours a week for 
five weeks. At the end of that period 
he was reading at the rate of about 
10,000 words a minute. ’

ing 20 questions on the contents of

to buy a 12-unit motel for $25,000, was offered 
$75,000 for the property two months later. So far he 
hasn’t sold. “If I decide to speculate,” he says, “I'll be 
able to get twice that by the end of the year.” 

Every facility in town is taxed to the limit. Restau- 
rants that used to specialize in de luxe, individual 
service for tourists now toss out at least 500 steak 
orders each day. The telephone company, which once 
got by with one operator, now has four or five han- 
dling long-distance calls alone. 

J. W. Williams, a shoemaker in Moab for many 


years, used to pay $25 a month rent for his shop. 
Recently, his landlord raised the rent to $210 a month. 
So Williams bought an old bus and turned it into a 
shoe-repair shop. If he had left town, Moab citizens 
would have been forced to go 95 miles to Grand Junc- 
tion, Colo., to get their shoes fixed. 

Even the cemetery in Moab was filled up recently 
when the last grave was occupied. So far nobody has 
a plan for taking care of the town’s next death. 

While the new boom has not brought vice to Moab, 
it has brought a group of chiselers, claim jumpers and 
con-men. Some newcomers reportedly have staked 
claims on the Arches National Monument (owned by 
the Federal Government) on the outskirts of Moab 
for the purpose of selling these claims to gullible 
investors. Not long ago, a cigar-chewing promoter 
stormed into a local lawyer's office to ask: “If I inten- 
tionally jump another man’s claim, how long will it 
take before the courts fight it out?” 


Al a recent meeting in the County Court House on 


the subject of claim: jumpers, Dale Parrott, town trash 
collector and a prospector on the side, said, “I won't 
stand for anyone trying to jump claims I walked out 
in all sorts of weather. I'll see anyone who tries to 
jump my claims up at the hospital.” But Nelson Rud- 
dock; chairman of the meeting, replied, “Until we get 
a new hospital in Moab, we'd better have a Protective 
Association.” : : 
Even though a few shots have been fired in argu- 


‘ ments over claim jumping, the men at the meeting 


agreed that such matters should be settled peacefully 
by a Uranium Miners Protective Association. 

But the real story-of the uranium boom is most 
understandable in terms of individuals involved, peo- 
ple like the Turners. For 20 of his 35 years, Jack 
Turner roamed the hills around Moab in search of

Agnes, who had one 
child and another on the way, drove ore trucks for 
Jack in his-early ventures in uranium mining.

After five months, he was ready to sell a half-interest 
in his mine for $2,000. 

But Agnes’ family staked the Turners to a week's 


-groceries. On the seventh day Jack hit.pay dirt. Soon 


after, the AEC surveyors estimated that Jack had 
more than $2,000,000 worth of ore in his mine, half of 
which will be profit to him and his family. 

Since then Jack has expanded. In addition to the 
motel, he has acquired some 75 new claims which he 
plans to explore this summer. And, flying low over 
the perilous mountains with a Geiger counter on the 
floor boards of his Piper Cub, he’s always on the look- 
out for more deposits of the precious ore. 

But, aside from the Parisian frock and the ermine 
wrap, success has made very little impression on the 
Turners’ way of life. Agnes got her dream kitchen, 
and they took a trip to New York to take in the shows. 
But they still drive their three-year-old car. 

Like everybody else in Moab, the Turner children, 
Kent, 8, and Katherine, 6, have the uranium fever. 
Sometimes they join their parents on prospecting trips 
to the hills. At home, they play cards with samples of 
their father’s ore as prizes.

EN WILL You be able to “phone” your 
friends and watch them on a TV screen 
while you're talking? 

The answer from television and telephone 
engineers may surprise you: right now.

A company hires TV time for a sales conference,

By means of a split screen, they 
can be seen as they ask questions. 

But a conference-by-coaxial-cable costs up- 
wards of $4,000—hardly a price you'd want to 
pay to call up the old folks at home. Thus, home- 
to-home voice-and-vision is branded by engi- 
neers as “technically possible, but economically 
impractical.”” 

At the moment, a “closed circuit” broadcast 
requires as many circuits as 600 long-distance 
phone calls. Costs can be reduced through use 
of tiny transistors to replace whole circuits. Engi- 
neers at Bell Telephone Laboratories—and at

television research labs—are studying other ways 
to reduce the cost of home-to-home vOice-and- 
vision.

‘ After studying thousands of cases, a Detroit. psychologist reveals 


Could This Be You? ° 


' @ Passing on the right and cutting recklessly in front of another 

car is a likely road to suicide. Detroit psychologist Alan Canty 
has learned that, under sufficient emotional. stress, almost any 
driver may make such stupid mistakes. But he feels that most 
' dangerous drivers tend to be “repeaters” whose unstable natures 
keep them coming back to court on traffic charges. 


“I don’t mean,” he says, “that a man who never gets traffic 


tickets and never rows with his wife might not do something 
wrong. But, in general, if you lead a stable, responsible life, you 
are less likely to become a problem driver.”

DETROIT. 
EMEMBER THE CAR that roared angrily past you 
the other day at 80 miles an hour? 
Remember the fellow who pulled up on 
your right at a traffic light, then “gunned” his 
engine, shot forward and cut you off as the 
light turned green? : 
Remember the kid who tore down the street, slid to 
a stop and shot his car into a gas station—backward? 
The law is beginning to find that many drivers like 


these are “mental cases”—and some are insane. 


The fellow doing 80 may have been temporarily 
thrown off balance by a row with his wife. 

The “red-light racer” may be a driver who feels that 
you, and the police, and in fact everyone on the road, 
are “against him.” He's a paranoid. 

The “shot-rodding” kid may be trying to work off a 
terrific inferiority feeling. 

Here in Detroit, which has one of America’s best 
traffic-safety programs, the courts have pioneered in 
seeking out “lunatic fringe” drivers who cause many acci- 
dents. And today other U.S. cities are trying to find out 
more about the work of a quiet, thoughtful psychologist 
named Alan Canty. who heads the Psychopathic Clinic 
of the Detroit city courts. 

For 17 years now, motorists whose records are so bad 
as to hint at mental disturbance have been referred to 
Canty and his staff. The results, according to the city’s 
Traffic Safety Association, have been “terrific.” 

Some 10,000 drivers have undergone five-hour tests in 
the Clinic’s traffic jection. Some cases are amazing. 


‘Men’ in the Speedometer

The top was down and he was sitting on 
the top of the driver's seat, ‘steering with his feet. 

In the traffic clinic Canty and his staff found this boy 
had a good record. But he had been lame and sickly, 
unable to dance or go into athletics. 

“And so he had practiced steering with his feet,” 
Canty says. “He thought he was only showing. off, to get.

One says that Babe 
was still a minor when Jack Dunn, owner of 
the Baltimore Orioles, signed him to a con- 
tract.

The other version says that Ruth, as a 
youngster, was taunted by older boys and 
became a crybaby. 


Willie (Puddin’ Head) Jones: He was 
nicknamed for a song popular when he was a 
boy, “Wooden Head, Puddin’ Head Jones.” 

Wilmer (Vinegar Bend) Mizell: That's the 
name of his home town—Vinegar Bend, Ala. 

Harry (Peanuts) Lowrey: When he was 
three months old, an uncle looked at him and 
commented, “No bigger than a peanut.” 

Albert L. (Flip) Rosen: In high school, 
Rosen was a pitcher for a softball team, and 


the other players called him “The Flipper.” 


Later, it was shortened to “Flip.” 

Denton T. (Cy) Young: When Young, 
an Ohio farm boy, tried out for the Canton, 
O., team, he repeatedly fired his fast ball past 
a Canton batter. Each time, it smashed into 
the wooden grandstand behind home plate 
and splintered it. 

The batter told his manager later, “Boss, 
you'd better sign that kid. He did more dam- 
age to your grandstand than a cyclone.” 

He was “Cyclone” Young for a while. Then 
the name was shortened to “Cy.” 

David Russell (Gus) Bell: Nicknamed by 

his family because of his boyhood worship of 
major-league catcher Gus Mancuso. 
. Jack (Lucky) Lohrke: During the war, he 
missed an Army air transport—which crashed. 
Later, he stepped off a Spokane, Wash., bus 
shortly before it crashed, killing nine. 

Omar. (Turk) Lown: Nicknamed not for 
his nationality, but because he loves that 
Thanksgiving bird. . 

Sabath Anthony (Sam) Mele: The first 
two mames were pretty long, but the three 
initials spelled out a convenient substitute. 

Sometimes nicknames even carry over to 
the second generation.. The best example is 
Lennie Merullo’s son, Lennie Jr. 

Born on the same day that Lennie Sr. set 
a record for shortstops by making four errors 
in one inning, young Lennie was handed a 
nickname when he was only a few hours old.

CHILDBIRTH: Doctors can 


A doctor outlines seven basic techniques for having 


WOMEN who fear childbirth (at least 

seven out of 10 do), there’s good news. 

Today, doctors can practically “tailor” 

the birth of a baby to the desire and emotional 
needs of the prospective mother. 

In a forthcoming book, Childbirth—A§ You 
Like It, a New York obstetrician, Dr. Abner |

methods a woman can select. 

There are techniques apparently preferred 
by the “super intellectual” woman who wants 
to try something new. And the doctor can 
alter his routine to please the woman who 
says: “I refuse to suffer pain. I want to go 
to sleep and wake up with a baby at my side.” 

For each of these women, and for others, 
doctors can provide a safe, uncomplicated 
way of bringing a child into the world. 

About 98 per cent of all births take place 


_in one of the following ways, says Dr. 


Weisman: 

1. Natural childbirth. As old as mankind, 
this method has recently become popular — 
especially in England. During labor and de- 
livery, the woman is wide awake and receives 
no medication to alleviate pain. This method 
requires adequate preparation, lectures, study 
and exercise. 

The type of woman who wants to have her 
baby this way? A wide variety ask to try 
natural childbirth—intellectuals, women who 
are “dominant” personalities and tend to boss 
their households and those who have a genu- 
ine interest in experimenting. 

There is another group of women for 
whom natural childbirth actually fulfills an 
emotional need. Pain or anticipation of pain 
may actually help this type of woman meet 
or Overcome an emotional problem. 


More Common Methods 


2. Natural childbirth plus medication to 
relieve pain. These women are essentially the 

me, emotionally, as the first group. How- 
ever, many American doctors, in contrast to 
the British, prefer that some “light” sedative 
be used. Frequently, the woman herself will 
ask for a mild sedative during labor. 
_ 3. “Normal” labor. This is the most com- 
mon means of having a baby. During labor, 
some sedation is given. However, the woman 
is not put to sleep. The sedative is adminis- 
tered simply to relieve pain. 

During delivery, small amounts of ether 
Or nitrous oxide are given the patient. She 
goes into a “light sleep,” not fully uncon- 
scious, yet not really awake. 

The woman feels some pain in labor, but 
it. is not excruciating. She feels no pain in 
actual delivery. There is one major advantage. 


Because the mother receives only light seda- 


«fps maxis of 


tives, the baby gets a correspondingly small 
sedative dose. That means there’s less chance 
of injuring the child. “Normal labor” repre- 
sents a compromise between mother and 
child—in favor of the child.

“Doctor, I'll leave it up to you.” 

4. Painless childbirth. In: this method, 
heavy sedation is used. The mother feels no 
pain. She is asleep most, or all, of the time. 

Often, the patient will walk into the 
doctor’s office in the early stages of her preg- 
nancy and say: “I don’t want to know what's 
going on. Just give me a needle, knock me 
out and make sure I don’t feel anything dur- 
ing my labor or the delivery.” 

These patients typically are very fright- 
ened. Or they may have an immature attitude 
toward pain. They may feel that no pain is 
really bearable. 

But doctors often go along with womeri 
who demand painless childbirth. Such women 
would probably be unable to cooperate in any 


other kind of procedure. 


However, those women should recognize 
one important fact. Heavy sedation might 
injure the child. While the chances are slight, 
they are nevertheless present. Women who 
demand heavy sedatives to kill all pain in 
childbirth are com ing—not in favor of 
the child, but in favor of themselves. 

5. Caudal anesthesia is another “painless” 
method. This procedure is bringing excellent 
results, but it is actually not geared to the 
average doctor’s needs because it requires 
services of an expert anesthetist. 

Often, “caudal” babies have to be delivered 
with instruments, which, in rare cases, can 
prove a drawback. 

6. Trilene. This is another method “im- 
ported” from: England. Trilene is an anes- 
thetic. The woman in labor has a Trilene- 
treated mask strapped to her hand. When she 
feels pain, she simply puts the mask to her 
face and administers the pain reliever to her- 
self. This method is new and therefore not 
in wide use. 

7. Pudendal“block” delivery. In this tech- 
nique, the pudendal nerve (in the pelvis) is 
deadened by anesthesia during delivery. This 
technique is used successfully for women who 


have TB, heart disease, asthma or other res-_— 


piratory ailments. 

Those are the basic techniques. And doc- 
tors are quick to point out: Pain in labor is 
exaggerated. Childbirth is not the painful, un- 
pleasant, hazardous ordeal women have been 
led to believe by gossip and hearstiy. a
